Two psychologists geared to middle-income working 
people have arrived in Ahtioch and offer individual, 
family, adolescent and marriage counseling. ■-. - 
. The woman and man team, Dr. B. Diane Davis and Dr. 
John Weliczko, are directors of the Antioch Counseling 
'Service's, located on the second floor' of the Heritage 
Office Building at 800 N. Main S fr. 
_l " Young .TcoTdial and pleasant, the pair said they would 
like to help as many people as they can and would not 
turn anyone away because of income. 

WELICZKO EXPLAINED they would like to establish 
a community.-based network of services In. Antioch so

that those who want counseling would not have to 
commute to Waukegan or 'Chicago.' 

Both have had years of experience in counseling and 
"come with excellent credentials. 

Weliczko was born in New. York City and obtained his 
bachelor's degree from GordonTCollege uTBostonT He" 
then went on to obtain a- master's degree in psychology 
.and religion from Harvard University and received 
: another— master-s -degree— -in- humanities.— from— the- 
University of Hartford. 

HE SPENT SOME time overseas 'directing refugee 
programs with the American Red Cross from 1966-67 
before attending the University of Chicago, where he 
received his doctorate degree in. psychology. Weliczko 
also did postdoctoral work at the same school and 
engaged in, clinical research at Rush Presbyterian 
Hospital for two years. 

He is a director of a counseling office in Glen Ellyn, 
but said he plans to move to Antioch soon. He will work 
in Glen Ellyn about jwb days per week and spend the 
rest of the time in Antioch, he said. 

Davis, who started off as a math instructor, was born 
in Cincinnati, Ohio. She obtained her bachelor's degree 
in math from the University of Cincinnati and then 
moved to Chicago to. begin a teaching career. 



AFTER TEACHING high school math for a few years, 
she decided to earn a master's degree but this time in 
counseling from Northern Illinois University. She then 
went, on to receive her doctorate in counseling 
psychology from the same school. 

Davis, who is married and has lived in Lake Villa for 
the past three years, said she found the most enjoyable 
thing about teaching was "talking to the kids after 
school," c "v 

She is also an assistant professor of psychology at 
Oakton College in Morton Grove but will not teach 
classes this summer. - 

^The two said they will run^a full service^ counseling 
service and would be available anytime their services 
are needed, so that patients would not have to worry 
about specific office hours. Their 24-hour answering 
service phone number is 345-5515. 

THE TWO PSYCHOLOGISTS said they have worked 
together before in seminars and lectures and. will 
consult with each other on different problems. 

Although both have had experience in all the fields of 
counseling, Davis said she has had more training in 
individual counseling and business counseling, dealing 
with motivation and communication skills for mana- 
gers/ 

Weliczko said his training has been in family and 
adolescent counseling. Both are available for any type 
of counseling, however, and will also administer 
diagnostic psychological testing for special education 
and learning disabilities.. 

One of the strengths of their partnership, Weliczko 
noted, was the male-female team they could offer the 
community. "It's a very unique situation, in this area," 
he explained, "to have available a female counterpart, 
especially at the doctorate level." He said perhaps 
three female therapists practice in the entire Waukegan 
area. 

This male-female offering would work- ideally in 
marriage counseling, they added. The two could 
co-facilitate marriage therapy sessions, with the 



husband and wife given two counselors to identify with 
instead of one. Davis said, often in marriage counseling 
one partner tends to identify with, the psychologist 
leaving the other out and two counselors would ease 
this situation. 



WHEN 'THE TWO' were asked if they think Antioch 
area residents would be ■ hesitant to make ah* 
. appointment -for-'counsehng, -both-.said.they did_not- 
think so. ~ ' r . 

Davis said in the short time they have been here 
(about two weeks! they have noticed that residents have 
been receptive to them and would ask for counseling if 
it was needed. 

"I "don't like counseling put as 'mental illness'," she 
explained. Rather, counseling* is used to re-adjust 
people who may have had a periodic crisis, she said.' 

Weliczko said they located in a~medical building 
because it provides all types of essential services and 
makes interaction between the various medical fields 
easier. 

He said that all calls will be confidential, irrespective 
of a person's situation and that fees are based on- a 
sliding- scale, or according to a person's financial 
situation. . . ' 

THE PSYCHOLOGICAL APPROACH used by the pair 
is -.a . non-directive; therapeutic style, Weliczko 
explained. He said they would like to allow for 
"maximum freedom and self-initiation." 

Davis added that ' 'the client brings their.own agenda. 
We seek to facilitate the variables in it." 

Both' doctors, who have a friendly, open style and 
make a person feel at ease immediately, said they are 
available to the community as free guest speakers. 

Both have done extensive, work .at lectures "and 
seminars, with Weliczko recently a consultant for the 
Catholic Archdiocese of Lake County, the United. 
Presbyterian Church and the American Baptist 
association. 

Davis has done most of her seminars for five years 
with business and industrial psychology. v ' 

THEY ALSO MENTIONED some of the most common 
problems in the different areas of counseling. 

In dealing with senior ' citizens, Weliczko said 
problems occur after retirement and with it a feeling of- 
isolation or uselessness. This is usually the case when 
one spouse is active and theother inactive, he added. 
For example, the wife may be home alone- while the 
husband is out fishing and may feel useless. 

Davis said in the area of marriage counseling, one of 
the most common problems is the lack of a feeling of 
worth in the relationship. Weliczko said this in vo vies 
financial, sharing and listening needs. 

He also said that in adolescent counseling, a common

Vulcan Pits renamed 
as Sterling Lake 

Sterling Lake 'is the newest addition to Lake County's 
numerous bodies of water. 

At its annual fish derby held May 27, the Lake County 
Forest Preserve District announced the results of a 
county-wide contest .to rename the former Vulcan Pits,, 
ocated in Newport Township. 

Josef V. Hunley of Route 2, Antioch, won first place for" 
his name Sterling Lake. 

HUNLEY POINTED OUT that Sterling was the original 
name chosen in 1844 for what is now Newport township. 

"Sterling" further refers to the quality of the lake 
water. Being a former graver pit, the lake draws all its 
water from below ground sources. It is remarkably clean 
and pure and, with proper care, should remain in good 
condition. Thus the.name Sterling at once unites both the 
past, present 'arid future of Lake County. 

RUNNERUP IN THE CONTEST was Fred Draudt of 
Zion. Draudt submitted the name "Indian Lake" because 
of the rich history of native Americans in Lake. County. He 
noted*tnat "where the Vulcan Pits how stand Indians once 
freely roamed the open plains that were their hunting 
grounds and homeland. Their spirits livc.on, and my 
memory ojt the past is with them." 

A panel of Forest Preserve judges chose Hunley and 
Draudt from more than 50 entries. The announcement of 
the new name was the high point of the day-long fish 
derby.

The lake's new 
name was engraved on its sideT S;
